FALSE, MALICIOUS RUMORS SPREAD 

The information office said the violence, unprecedented in the his- 

tory of Tripolitania, was caused by irresponsible elements drawn 
y from the Arab section of Tripoli. 

Tripolitania was reported generally quiet outside Tripoli except 
in the eastern part of the province where disturbances were reported 
st Cussabat and Ziiten. 

According to the British, false and malicious rumors were spread 
by irresponsible elements in Tripoli to the effect that the mayor of 
Tripoli had been murdered and a religious court set on fire. Both 
reports were described as false. 

Meanwhile Chief Rabbi WNa- 
houm, in a special statement, told 
of the damage in the Cairo riots 
last week. 

“Iam concerned with the riots,” 
Rabbi Nahoum said, “only by rea- 
gn of the extent to which they 
have caused prejudice against re- 
ligious and cultural institutions of 
the Jewish community. Our main 
school, where 1,300 pupils get 
their education free of charge, 
was literally looted. One of our 
greatest synagogues has been des- 
erated and pillaged, and our 
srolis of law, which our people 





have preserved for thousands of 
years, have been destroyed and 
burned. In Alexandria, three of 
our synagogues have met the 
same fate. In the East, where 
tolerance and religion have al- 
ways gone hand in hand, excesses 
of this kind have never been re- 
corded. 

King Farouk received Rabbi 
Nahoum at an audience this week, 
during which they discussed the 
anti-Jewish riots.

It is the re- 
sponsibility of all the peoples 
who fought fascism and won a 
new opportunity for democracy. 
Therefore the whole question of 
the future of Palestine should be 
placed under the auspices of the 
United Nations organization.”

Demoted Because He Was Jew 

Rejecting the theory that Heaps had been discriminated 
against because of political beliefs, the Toronto Globe and Mail, 
considered the “New York Times” of Canada, declares editorially: 

“what is more likely is that Capt. Heaps suffered for his 
Jewish faith, There have been other cases in our forces where 
such prejudice has been shown, to the discredit of those who prac- 
ticed it. 

“If Canada is to grow in stature, discrimination because of 
religious or racial origin will have to cease. The Heaps case 1s 
an instance in which a young man served with distinction but ap- 
parently was denied merited promotion to a commission in the 
Canadian Army because he was a Jew, in contrast with the 
recognition given him by the British Army.’

Denver, Tulsa Vote

NE WYORK—Warning that de- 
cisions of a National Budgeting 
Committee would become man- 
datory rather than advisory, the

THIS MEANS that the fathers 
of the reform movement have 
emasculated Judaism not only by 
eliminating the prayer for Zion 
(without which Israel is only the 
shadow of a people and their sup- 
plication without reference to 
Jewish faith and destiny), but 
also by mutilating the core of the 
Jewish service, namely the read- 
ing of the Torah. 

Prof. Kaplan hardly improves 
upon this procedure by eliminat- 
ing the blessing which lends re- 
ligiuos sanction to the act of read- 
ing and pronouncing scripture as 
if it were a mere story-book. For 
this is what his amputation of the 
chosen-people concept actually 
means. He blots out the religious 
side of his “religious civilization” 
before it has ever cdme to birth. 


To be sure, Prof. Kaplan is 
correct when he observes that the 
reform creed has not avoided the 
pitfalls of racism. While there 
will be rejoicing over Dr. Morgen- 
stern’s recognition of Israel as a 
people, it is true that he comes 
dangerously near to the very phil- 
osophy of racial superiority which 
he otherwise abhors when he 
maintains that the people of Is- 
rael has been “endowed from very 
birth with a genius for seeing 
God in every aspect of existence.” 
Our teacher Moses knew that this 
was not so. He knew that he was 
to lead a stiff-necked and back- 
sliding people, admirers of the 
golden calf and lovers of the flesh- 
pots of Egypt. They were chosen 
because of no merit of their own. 


* * * 

IT SEEMS EVIDENT that the 
“spirit of the age,” about which 
both Dr. Morgenstern and Prof. 
Kaplan elaborate, has captured 
them both. So strong is racism 
in our days that Prof. Kaplan, 
while repudiating it in others, 
succumbs to it in his own philos- 
ophy. It is precisely his inter- 
pretation of the chosen people 
concept, not the concept as such, 
which is racialist in character. 
In the actual text, the “bochar 
banu mi-kol ha-amim” is explained 
by the “natan lanu et ha-torah”. 
There is amazed humility as well 
as pride in the praise of Him who 
selected us to receive so precious 
a heritage. 

We have a century of negative 
theology behind us. By negative 
theology, we mean a theology 
which merely: detracts but does 
not add. In a profound sense, Dr. 
Morgenstern is right in welcom- 
ing Prof. Kaplan to the reform 
fold, for Prof. Kaplan continues 
and leads to completion the nega- 
tive theology of the early reform 
movement. By disregarding the 
Torah, the reform movement has 
removed the connecting link be- 
tween the people of Israel and 
the God of Israel and, as a result, 
the God of history has vanished 
into abstraction. What remains 
on the lonely stage if Prof. Kap- 
lan’s “social reality” of the Jewish

people, that is the Jewish people 
as a naked ethnic entity and 
nothing else. The meaning of 
Jewish history ,the suffering of 
untold millions, is lost. 

* * * 

IT IS TRUE that the Jewish 
people today presents, by and 
large, nothing else but a social 
reality. If it were not for our 
immense fund-raising activities, 
Jewish allegiance would be emp- 
ty of meaning. But the question 
arises whether secular Judaism 
has a chance of survival in our 
time any more than in earlier 
periods of Jewish history. Secu- 
lar Judaism seems hardly more 
than a cultural lag from religious 
Judaism. 

The secular Jews of today are 
the sons and grandsons of the re- 
ligious Jews of yesterday. What- 
ever aspect of Judaism a secular 
Jew preserves, it is but a broken 
piece from the former whole of 
Jewish life which is now shat- 
tered. The upbuilding of Pales- 
tine, the Hebrew language, Jew- 
ish charities, Jewish food habits, 
the idea of social justice, all are 
secularized remnants of the re- 
ligious civilization which once 
was ours. If irreligious parents, 
Americanized or Yiddishist, want 
their children to know something 
about Jewish history, they con- 
nect them inadvertently with a 
fervently religious past. As col- 
lective memories grow dim, sec- 
ular Judaism dies. 

We shall have to reconstruct 
Judaism on the basis of the social 
reality of today, but we must not 
misconceive of social reality as a 
substitute for Judaism. The civ- 
ilization in which we live in Amer- 
ica is not a Jewish but an Ameri- 
can civilization. Even if we re- 
store the organization of the “Ke- 
hillah”, which seems well possible 
and certainly desirable, still the 
language we speak ,the allegiance 
we owe, the way of life we adopt, 
the very atmosphere we breathe 
will be American. There was a 
Jewish civilization in Palestine, 
but there is surely no Jewish 


civilization a-coming in America. 
- * * 


in America that still partakes, at 
least to a large extent, of a Jew- 
ish way of life, is the Jewish 
orthodoxy, and this is precisely 
the one group to whose influence 
on Jewish life Prof. Kaplan is 
violently opposed. The Jews are 
clearly distinguishable as an eth- 
nic group in America, but their 
“culture” is American; they be- 
long, if as a separate group, to 
American Civilization. Pockets of 
Yiddish culture are shrinking in 
size. , 

The recognition of this fact 
makes Dr. Morgenstern’s empha- 
sis on Americanism seem unnec- 
essary; on the other hand, it 
kills “cultural pluralism” as a 
philosophy of Jewish survival 
from the start. All that so-called 
cultural plurists, such as Louis 
Adamic, mean to say is that the 
Ellis Island Americans have re- 
cently contributed as much to 
American civilization as the Ply- 
mouth Rock Americans have done 
in their time, but nobody implies 
that a separate Ellis Island cul- 
ture should be preserved aside 
from the culture of the Plymouth 
Rock crowd. 

What has been a feature of 
American life from the very be- 
ginning, however, is religious dif- 
ferentiation. It is un-American 
to conceive of an _ established 
church. Each one of us is free to 
pray to his God in his own way. 
The pattern of American life, 
therefore ,forces the Jewish com- 
munity in America to drop the 
pretension of being a “civiliza- 
tion” and to emphasize the re- 
ligious aspect of Judaism in- 
stead.

INTO THIS PATTERN of 
American society, the Jewish 
case fits well enough. We are 
recognized as a religion but our 
religion, as the religion of many 
other groups, is ethnic in charace 
ter. It is capable of wide inter- 
pretation. Yet, those who do not 
adhere to traditional Jewish val- 
ues in Some way and to some exe 
tent, will also not endure as Jews 
ethnically, temporary rescue 
through anti-Semitism excluded, 
This is our social reality. It is, in 
a changed envrionment, the same 
reality which our forefathers ex- 
pressed by saying that “God, Is- 
rael and the Torah are one.” 

What we need is both a sincere 
sociology and a unified theology 
of Jewish life. If our continued 
existence as Jews is justified at 
all, as we believe it is, the two 
will coincide.

THE CITIZEN WHO REPORTS this to me 
was present at the ceremony. He says it was a 
most impressive affair, even though he couldn’t 
help laughing abdominally at the religious di- 
visions in Israel. which his wedding so ironically 
portrayed. 

The young sailor winked: ‘Now my parents 
can be sure we are Jewishly married. We're 
married by all the branches of Judaism.” 

I myself happen to know something about 
the fierce religious competition in Israel. It’s 
like selling autos and refrigerators. The organ- 
ized Orthodox Jews haven’t as yet acquired the 
techniques of high-pressure salesmanship . . . 
public relations executives, press agents and all 
that ... but they’re doing their best. 

Organized Reform and Conservatism are en- 
gaged in a jealous contest for advantage and 
prestige.

What Foods These Morsels Be

4 , J] HETHER you pronounce it Kugel or Kiggel, you’ll agree that 

it’s yummy good. Especially reminiscent of “the good old 
days” of hearty menus in Grandmother’s home is the potato pudding 
that went so well with potroast gravy, or barley and mushroom 
soup. And it’s just as tasty today! Try it one of these nippy autumn 
days. 

Grated Potato Kugel 
6 to 8 medium potatoes 4 tblsps shortening 


3 eggs *4 cup flour, approximately 

1 onion 1 tsp salt 

16 cup chicken Grieben ‘(chack- A pinch of white pepper 
lings) 


Pare and grate the potatoes. Squeeze out excess water and grate 
in the onion. Add eggs, salt, pepper and flour to make a batter stiff 
enough to drop heavily from the spoon. Heat the shortening in a 
pudding dish or casserole and fold into the batter while hot. Add 
the cracklings, turn into the greased baking dish and bake 45 to 55 
minutes at 375° F. When done the edges should be crisp and the 
top brown and nicely crusted. 

Variation: Just to be different, turn the batter into greased muffin 
rings or pans and bake 30 minutes at 375° F or till nicely 
browned. 

Grapefruit Pinwheel Salad 

Remove the peel from grapefruit. With a pointed paring knife 
remove the membrane and seeds from each segment. Arrange on 
lettuce or crispy chicory, pinwheel fashion, using 5 or 6 segments 
meeting in the center of each salad plate. Place a ball of cream 
cheese rolled in chopped nuts in the center and pass the French 
Dressing when serving. ‘ 

Variation: Place a whole pitted prune, or an apricot half in the center,

Joy In EGypT! 
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This Week in Jewish History

HIRD and final expulsion of 
Jews from France. The 14th 
century had opened ominously 
with the expulsion of the Jews 
from all France. The example of 
England was infectious. 
NOV. 3 The French king, sorely 
1394 pressed for money, lis- 
tened willingly to advis- 
ers who were remarkably fluent 
on the subject of Jewish opulence. 
In 1306, the property and the 
holdings of the Jews were con- 
fiscated and they were ordered 
out of his dominions. For a thou- 
sand years they had lived on 
French soil. Now they were sent 
out into the darkness with only 
the clothes on their backs. The 
king filled his treasury from their 
savings and smiled at the quick 
and easy solution of his financial 
difficulties. He was in good 
enough. humor to present his 
coachmen with a synagogue. Af- 
ter 1306 the Jews were several 
times readmitted, always on pay- 
ment of liberal sums. But expul- 
sion invariably followed soon af- 
ter. The final edict signed by the 
mad Chrales VI, on Nov. 3, 1394, 
ended Jewish history in France 
until modern times. 


* * * 


Auto da fe held at Seville. By 
way of a start, some 15,000 Mar- 
ranos were arrested, and in the

NOV. 4 the monastic fortress of 
1481 Seville, the torturing of 
them began. Even the 
Christians were horrified, fearing 
that when all the Marranos had 
been exterminated this instru- 
ment would be turned against 
them. On Nov. 4, 1481, some 300 
persons were burnt at the stake 
in the district of Seville, but in 
the archbishropic of Cadiz, the 
number amounted to at least 
2,000, chiefly wealthy people. 
Moreover, thousands were con- 
demned to imprisonment for life. 
The yield from confiscated prop- 
erty was enormous. The execu- 
tioner for these “acts of faith” 
autos-da-fe, were provided by the 
state, for the church did not kill. 
She abhorred bloodshed! The 


sentences were, therefore, carried 
out without bloodshed, by burn- 
ing the victims alive. Only those 
who at the last moment “con- 
fessed” their repentance for not 
having been good Christians, as a 
last act of mercy, were put to 
strangling, after which their bod- 
death by strangling, after which 
their bodies were burnt at the 
stake.

never conflicted with the spirit 
of the Hebrew. Gunzburg strug- 
gled energetically against the 
Cabala and superstitution as the 
sources of the Chassidic move- 
ment, but he was at the same 
time opposed to freethinking and 
regarded the German rabbis as 
unfit for the rabbinical office. He 
exerted a_salutatory influence 


over the Jewish masses and espe- Jewish law.

The right of free speech does 
not exist in a vacuum. It pre- 
supposes the existence of a so- 
cial order. It is a right which 
must always be exercised within 
a specific social context. For ex- 
ample, in the disordered world in 
which we live, organized anti- 
Semitism, in addition to being an 
obscene and filthy racket, is a 
tool or weapon as surely as a 
meciine gun is a weapon. It is, 
per se, a form of violence; a 
form of assault; as studiedly pro- 
vocative as a blow. Furthermore, 
we must recognize that a danger- 
ously large section of our popu- 
lation has shown some degree of 
susceptibility to fascist agitation; 
that fascism has found powerful 
sources of support in America; 
and that it is a disease which 
breeds in certain social condi- 
tions. We do not contend that the 
ravages of the disease can be 
avoided merely by denying its 
e- nonents the use of the public 
sc cols. Granted that the best 
v to fight fascism is to correct 
th: conditions’ which give rise to 
fascist agitation, it still does not 
follow that, until these conditions 
are corrected, we should turn 
over democratic, publicly sup- 
ported institutions to the use of 
known fascist agitators. In the 
present social context, we wish 
to suggest that the “clear and 
present danger” doctrine, formu- 
lated by Holmes and Brandeis, 
has an obvious application in the 
social as well as the individual 
sense, that is, the danger is to 
democracy itself as well as to 
certain groups and individuals. 


“T am interested in reading The 
Post as long as it does not lean 
too heavily on the side of the 
lesing and die-hard Zionist state- 
heod moevement,” writes D. A. 
Wolsey of Saginaw, Mich. Al- 
though Zionists will express sur- 
prise at being called “die-hards,” 
that term having been generously

applied to those anti-Zionists who 
refuse to see what Zionism has ac- 
complished in Palestine, there is 
an answer for Mr. Wolsey. 

The Post recognizes that even 
in its news columns, in whic it 
should be as scrupulously impar- 
tial as possible, the anti and non 
Zionists are taking a_ beating. 
Knowing this, The Post’s editorial 
staff has gone out of its way to 
try to get news of what these 
groups are doing. 

It stands to reason that because 
the Zionists are so active, that 
because Palestine is so much in 
the news, that there is going to 
be much, much more Zionist news 
than anti or non Zionist news. 
That cannot be helped, and the 
only way in which that picture 
could be changed would be to de- 
liberately throw out news of Pal- 
estine or Zionist activities. 

In Indianapolis this week there 
was a meeting of the Indianapolis 
Zionist District, which was well 
publicized, and the same_ night 
Dr. Louis Mann and Rabbi Solo- 
mon Fineberg, of the American 
Jewish Committee addressed a 
dinner meeting of the local chap- 
ter of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. This latter meeting was 
not publicized at all in the press. 

Still recognizing that it is more 
wholesome even for Zionists to 
know what the other side is do- 
ing, The Post in the past few 
weeks printed the statement of 
Dean Gildersleeve, the statement 
by Senator Bailey, and in addition 
even wrote to the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism to try to get a 
news story on their latest mem- 
bership figures. 

The American Council for Juda- 
ism did try to make news by com- 
ing out with an announcement on 
the anniversary of the freedom 
granted Jews by the French Rev- 
olution, but this seemed to be just 
too far fetched to warrant print- 
ing. 

Mr. Wolsey continues: “We 
have in this country so many 
Jewish weeklies that are Zionis- 
tic, that a really neutral or even 
a non-Zionist newspaper is need- 
ed.” Non-Zionists claim they are 
neutral, so Mr. Wolsey must mean 
anti-Zionist. I leave it to you 
whether a paper, either non or 
anti Zionist could ever hope to 
attract readers. I suspect that 
even the non and anti Zionists 
would prefer to read a newspaper 
published on the basis of covering 
all the news, rather than an anti- 
Zionist paper. I am just as much 
opposed to an anti-Zionist paper 
as I am to a Zionist paper. A 
paper should print the news re- 
gardless of whom it hurts, as long 
as the news is accurate, 

Editorially the paper may ad- 
vocate whatever policies it feels 
are best, and that is in the tra- 
dition of the American press. 
Whether there ever will be an 
anglo-Jewish publication not con- 
nected with any organization that 
will be anti or non Zionist in its 
editorial policy, is highiy doubt- 
ful. The anti-Zionists as a group 
seem to take their Judaism too 
much for granted to ever go out 
of their way to support such a 
paper. I would guess that they 
would like all Anglo-Jewish pa- 
pers to disappear, if that were 
possible.

The ADL Issues An Announcement 


E ANNOUNCEMENT (news article) by 

the Anti-Defamation League in this issue 
telling of its recent annual session is the only 
report in recent months that has been given to 
the American Jewish community on the work of 
this all-important agency. 

If the report gives any specific information to 
the people whose destinies, almost, are in its 
hands, then the editors of this paper are less 
than literate. 

Of course, it is not to be expected that the 
Anti-Demamation League will ever of its own 
free will tell what goes on within its closed 
doors, and it should be noted that this announce- 
ment is much fuller than past reports to the 
American Jewish community. 

It is this type of disregard for the American 
Jewish community, and for that matter for 
almost all the officers of the B’nai B’rith from 
lodge president on up to many district presi- 
dents, which might have been responsible for 
the claims of Sidney Kusworm, treasurer of the 
Supreme Grand Lodge, that the A.D.L. had been 
the moving genius behind the Horner incident 
(American Dental Association) the Hopkins 
case (Darmouth College) and had been respon- 
sible for the quick action in the New York 
Daily News-O’Connell debacle. 


Didn’t Take Judge Rifkind 


T DID NOT take Judge Simon H. Rifkind, of 
I the United States District Court, who is Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s special adviser on Jew- 
ish affairs in the U.S. occupation zone in Ger- 
many, long to reach the conclusion, as he told a 
New York Times correspondent, that “the prob- 
lem of the displaced Jews in Europe is insoluble 
unless arrangements are made for their free 
entry into Palestine.” 

Since the death chambers didn’t convince the 
anti-Zionists nor the British government, it can- 
not be expected that Judge Rifkind’s findings 
will have any appreciable effect on the decisions 
about to be announced in connection with Pales- 
tine. 

Judge Rifkind found that “only a small per- 
centage of displaced Jews” wished to go to the 
United States, but the British won’t believe

Judge Rifkind’s forecast of a “morale eo.

returning observers. There is urgent need for 
speedy action. 

On the other hand, Judge Rifkind holds out 
this hope: “If Palestine were opened to them 
at once they would forget all their suffering 
and privation in the past and present.” 


Elect New Delegates To The American Jewish Conference 


LTHOUGH it has been repeated here and 
elsewhere many times before, there is 
wisdom in the words of Philip Lown, delegate 
to the American Jewish Conference from Au- 
burn, Me., when he says, “I do strongly urge 
that new elections of delegates should be held, 
as those who were elected over two years ago 
are no longer legally representative of the com- 
munities. The elections were held for one ses- 
sion of the Conference not three. Furthermore 
through elections, the issues before the Con- 
ference would be aired, which is very vital for 
the life of the Conference. The present dele- 
gates have no further mandate from their re- 
spective communities.” 

It is interesting to note that Mr. Lown de- 
clares by obvious inference as this paper stub- 
bornly maintained that there should have been 
new elections for last year’s conference sessions. 

That the Interim Committee has no intention, 
at least at present, to call for new elections 
can be seen from the recently conducted mail 
poll to determine whether to convene the third 
session for December or next Spring. It is 
plain that had the vote been for a December 
session, time would not have permitted new 
elections. 

The American Jewish Conference could have 
become’so much more a vital force in American 
Jewish life had it immediately after its first 


session, or later on when the official family was 
juggled, assumed the function that any govern 
ing body in the American Jewish community 
would have to assume in order to become the 
real voice of American Jewrythat of control 
over the civic defense agencies. The Conference 
has steadfastly refused to take up the vital 
problem of anti Semitism in the United States, 
and this refusal has relegated the Conference 
to the status of another body like the American 
Jewish .Congress, the Zionist Organization of 
America or the American Jewish Committee. 

Of course it is still not too late for the Com 
ference to enter into the field of fighting anti 
Semitism but it is doubtful if the Conference, as 
long as the B’nai B’rith remains one of its cen 
tral proponents, will ever be permitted remain 
in existence and still try to make its voice felt 
in this field. 

The Conference has in its favor the fact that 
nominally it is the most representative body of 
all American Jewish organizations. On the 
other hand, because of its limited field of oper 
ation, the Conference has been able thus fat 
merely to second the acts of other organizations, 
although as the business at hand indicates, it 
sometimes stepped forward with the acguh 
escence of the Z.O.A or the American Jewish 
Congress or others of its constituted orgal 
izations to act on its own. 


Why Must The Innocent Die? 


ABBI MORRIS S. LAZARON recently com- 

posed a long elegy when one of the bril- 

liant sons of his congregation lost his life in the 

war. Rabbi Lazaron’s poetic metres asked the 

age-old question why the innocent must die, 

and told that it is not given to mortals to know 
the answer. 

From Minneapolis comes news this week of 
the loss of their third and last son by Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis Liebfeld in a plane crash in Indiana. 
The grief-crazed parents lost their other two 


sons, one on Saipan’s beaches, the other in the 
English Channel. Their last son had been lf 
turned from England to console his parents.

F I AM not altogether wrong, Canada may play an important role 
I in settling the Palestine problem. The reasons are, first, Canada’s 
traditional role as intermediary between England and the United 
States, and second, the similarity between Canada’s history and Pal- 
estine history under the Colonial Office regime. 

I was in Washington on last Friday attending the closing sessions 
of the three-day Conference of Christian friends of a Jewish Pales- 
tine from 29 countries and the banquet in the evening. What struck 
me immediately was the important part played by the Canadian deie- 
gation. When I walked in, Senator Roebuck of Toronto was chaire 
man. At the next session, Herbert Mowatt, Executive Director of tne 
Canadian Pro-Palestine Committee was chairman. The resolution 
was drafted by a committee headed by Roebuck. ‘Among the speakers 
at the banquet were Roebuck and M. J. Coldwell, leader of the C.C.F, 
(Social-Democratic) Party in the Canadian Parliament.

I INTERVIEWED Coldwell. What he said was not spectacular, 
but I was told by a very reliable and level-headed Palestinian of- 
ficial of the Jewish Agency that he considered Coldwell the most 
valuable delegate at the Conference. It was the second time I had 
met Coldwell (I met him in Toronto once) and I found him as good 
as I thought he was. He used to teach high school in Regina, Sask, 
way in the West, where Jews are strong Zionists. His contact witn 
his Jewish students who used to invite him to judge debates in Young 
Judaea clubs, predisposed him towards Zionism. Then came Lous 
Rosenberg, the author of the best book on Canada’s Jews, also a 
member of the C.C.F. and told him what he had seen in Palestine. 
Then came the aggravation of the situation of the Jews in the world, 
with Canada refusing to admit any substantial number of refugees. 

Coldwell is convinced that Attlee would like to take a pro-Jewish 
stand, but that the delicate situation at home and abroad makes it 
impossible for him to do so unless he gets the backing of the U.S.A. 
In his radio address Coldwell said: “l am certain that with an as- 
surance of support from the governments of the free peoples of the 
British Commonwealth and the United States, the promises of the 
present government of the United Kingdom will be fulfilled. And 
we owe these assurances to the government of a people who are at 
this moment beset with so many and so grave problems in their own 
country and throughout the world.” 

I ASKED COLDWELL why, if Attlee was favorably disposed to 
the Zionist case, did he propose a joint commission of investigation, 
(Any Canadian who knows his history knows what a commission 
means in most cases, and by the time I spoke to Coldwell, the whole 
Conference had already gone on record as opposing a new com- 
mission). He said it was because Attlee had not yet received Tru- 
man’s assurances of backing. Incidentally, where Coldwell comes 
trom, people are not as strongly pro-British as in Toronto. 

The whole Canadian delegation, six strong, together with the lone 
New Zealand delegate (who was also a proxy for Australia) and the 
lone British delegate (Mrs. Lorna Wingate), put up a solid block 
for two points; first, not to permit any anti-British asperisions in 
the proposed resolution; second, to insist on backing for England. 
Senator Roebuck, who is a Liberal and an appointee of Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King, even went so far as to stress that Canada 
would do her share if necessary and that he did not mean merely 
U.S. backing, but backing by the whole Western Hemisphere. At 
the same time he made it clear that Canada is an independent coun- 
try. All day Friday Roebuck played his part rather well, but when 
he got up at the banquet in the evening, he ran away with himself 
and almost made an anti-Zionist speech. Which shows that he was 
playing a part, reading prescribed lines. Mackenzie King has lately 
been favorably inclined to Zionism. 

* * 

SEVERAL YEARS AGO in the Toronto Hebrew Journal and some 
what later in the Jewish Frontier, this writer discussed the parallel 
developments of Canada and Palestine under British colonial rule 
and the various steps in the evolution of sovereignty. It is my pet 
subject, and has been so ever since I studied Canadian Constitutional 
History under Chester New. Canada had her White Paper in the 
Quebec Act which gave everything to the French-Canadians and 
nothing to the British immigrants (under British Rule!); it kept 
out British immigration; it had to relax the restrictions and eventu- 
ally abolish them under pressure; it had partition, parity, rebellions, 
colonial intrigues, popular revolts, commissions and finally the one 
intelligent and independent commission and report of Lord Durham 
who laid the foundations of the Dominion status and of Federation. 

I discussed the matter with Coldwell and with Herbert Mowatt. 
I was pleased to discover that Mowatt was writing a book on the 
same subject. I-happened to overhear Roebuck tell a delegate from 
Latin-America that in Canada the two nationalities—the French- 
Canadians and the British-Canadians—had learned to get along. It 
is not unusual to see Canadians fighting the British in Canada but 
defending them abroad. They certainly did so at the Conference. 


OWING TO DIFFICULTIES in visas and in transportation, only 
one delegate came from England. She looks and speaks like a maiden 
out of a volume of Tennyson. It is the widow of the famous hero, 
General Wingate, who during his service in Palestine, reorganized 
the Hagana (Jewish Defense) and who was known to the Jews as 
“ha-yedid” (the friend). Probably no other Englishman fought the 
Colonial Office on Palestine more vigorously than the late General 
Orde Wingate. Neither did any one stick up for England at the 
Conference more vehemently than did Mrs. Wingate. 

There were delegates at the Conference from Dutch possessions _ 
in the American Hemisphere and there was a dejegate from the 
Spanish Government-in-Exile and one representing France. But 
there were three groups that really played a part: the British Com- 
monwealth delegation, of which the only sizable one was the Canad- 
ian; the American, and the Latin-American bloc. The tussle was be- 
tween the Canadians and the Latin-Americans. The latter are the 
more picturesque, the more abstract, the more eloquent and the more 
naively idealistic., They proposed an amendment to the resolution 
which the Canadians fought as anti-British. In fact, it seemed as if 
the Canadians were there to see that Britain’s honor should not be

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besmirched. But I am not sure that the Latin-American senators (so 
many of them were senators) really had intentions of slighting 
Britain. They were less familiar with the details of the situation. 
They would have easily accepted the idea of a joint commission by 
Britain and the United States “to study the situation” if it had not 
been explained to them that a commission means delay. But they 
were interested in law and order in the world and in the sanctity of 
pledges and in justicia (pronounced hustizia). 
+ * 

THE LEADER of the Latin-American bloc was Senator Gabrielle 
Gonzalez Videla of Chile, considered to be the next President of that 
country. He spoke beautifully. “For us, Latin-Americans,” he said, 
“the Jewish problem has ceased to be a problem of the Jews alone 
and has become a maiter of historic justice which is related to the 
new international order upon which we wish to establish peace and 
security for the world as a whole.” I consider this passage as char- 
acteristic of the Latin-American attitude as the passage I quoted 
from Coldwell’s address is characteristic of the British Common- 
wealth bloc. 

The banquet in the evening was well attended. The strongest 
speeches were made by Senator Wagner and William Green who 
spoke over the radio and by Senator Owen Brewster who spoke after 
the broadcast, extemporaneously. Brewster’s was about the most 
effective speech, Green’s the most devastating of Britain’s policies, 
but Coldwell’s the most balanced. 


DURING THE SAN FRANCISCO Conference a huge mass-meet- 
ing was held in the Lewisohn Stadium which was duplicated in var- 
inus parts of the country. It was quite successful, but it had this 
very grave fault: it was not part of a concerted drive. 

The Lewisohn Stadium meeting was initiated by a few workers 
ir. the New York office of the ZOA and carried out by them, almost 
over the heads of the higher-ups. The ZOA Administration and the 
Emergency Council then under its control, and even the highly- 
placed Jerusalem visitors were more anxious to find faults with the 
project than to ensure its success. 

What we have had in the past few weeks is something different. 
One thing follows upon the other: An Open Letter to Attlee; The 
Madison Square Garden Meeting; the Washington Emergency Con- 
ference; the three-day Christian conference in New York; the Mad- 
ison Square Park demonstration; the international conference in 
Washington. We have now’a splendid organization, splendid plan- 
ning, and, what is still moré important, clear and quick thinking. 
‘The memorandum to the State Department; the memorandum to 
Truman against a joint commission—the quick action to bring to 
the attention of our Christian friends the delaying stratagem in the 
proposal for a joint inquiry commission—these are evidences of 
quick and mature political thinking. 

Bewteen December and July, when the ZOA Administration was 
in charge of the Emergency Council, the work of the Council was 
floundering and was caried along on its old inertia. The Silver-Neu- 
mann regime has again quickened it with life. 

When the old order passeth, and the same people who are in 
charge of the Emergency Council step into the ZOA, we may see 
rew life infused into the ZOA.

NOW FOR the lighter side. 

The Republic of Chile and the Republic of Bolivia nearly com- 
posed their age-long quarrel at the international conference for a 
Jewish Palestine, some little time before a Jewish Commonwealth 
has come into existence.

In her letter to the editor in the last issue of The Post, Dr. Trude 
Weiss Rosmarin asks why I haven’t reported the statement in the 
Hadoar by the three most prominent scholars of the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary, severely criticizing Kaplan’s Prayer Book, which 
“is the talk of the Jewish intelligencia in New York right now.” 

My answer is first, as I once remarked, I am not a theologian; sec- 
ond, I made my position clear that I don’t like the herem but neither 
do I like the Prayer Book; third, a detailed discussion of the faults 
of the prayer-book would presuppose a familiarity with Hebrew on 
the part of my readers and would otherwise hardly fit into the tone 
and framework of my column. 

Dr, Tchernowitz in the Bitzaron devoted twenty-four pages to 
prove (and he did it very well) that the herem was stupid and so is 
the prayer-book. The other three scholars in their statement in 
Hadoar said the same thing in about one thousand words: the prayer- 
book, like the excommunication of it, is a stupid business. Mrs. Ros- 
marin, in reporting the condemnation of Kaplan’s Prayer Book by the 
three scholars, omitted to record their opinion of the herem.
